Wuerxas it is expedient to facilitate the con- 
struction of drainage works for improving the 
sanitary condition of local areas within the 
territories administered by the Lieutenant-

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS.

Acr XVI of 1869 is a special Act in force in the Western Duars, and was passed with 

the objects of excluding the ordinary Civil Courts from the cognizance of suits relating to 
immoveable property, revenue and rent in the territory ceded by the Government of Bhutan 

to the British Government in 1866, and of allowing such matters to be dealt with under 

© rules framed by Government and attached to the Act. It has long been felt that the time 
had passed when such an Act was adequate to the wants.of a large and growing population, 
but it was thought better to wait till the settlement of the Western Duars should be com- 
pleted, asthe rules provided g convenient rocedure for carrying out that epgnen: On its 
completion the Lieutenant-Goyernor applied to the Government of India for permission to 
repeal Act XVI of 1869. This has heen accorded, and the object of this Bill is to carry out
